A regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of Newark, N. J.,

The minutes of the meeting of 
June 27th, 1918, were read and ap- 
proved. 


The following communications 
were received and read: 


From Henry F. Hilfers, Secretary 
Essex Trades Council, with report 
attached from Committee appointed 
by the Essex Trades Council, call- 
ing attention to the fact that it 
would be detrimental to both indus- 
tries and wage workers in separat- 
ing the Municipal Employment Bu- 
reau from the Federal and State 
and recommending to the Essex 
Trades Council to oppose any move, 
from whatever source it may be in- 
stigated, of a separation of the 
Municipal Employment Bureau from 
the State and Federal. Ordered 
filed. 


From A. Anker, Secretary Cloak 
and Skirt Makers’ Union, Local 21, 
calling attention to the fact that 
since a year ago the rents of flats 
have been raised to such an extent 
that flats which were $12.00 and 
$15.00 are now as high as $19.00 
and $22.00, and suggesting that the 
attention of the proper authorities 


be called to this unbearable condi- 
tion so that something can be done 
to protect the people. 


Commissioner Raymond moved 
that the City Counsel be requested 
to prepare a résolution stating that 
it is the sense.of this ,Commission 
that it is opposed to the practice 
of increasing rents to the detriment 
of tenants, and calling it to the at- 
tention of the United States Senators 
and representatives in Congress to 
the end of ascertaining what can be 
done toward securing legislation.

BUY FOODS AND FUEL FOR 
DISTRIBUTION AT COST TO IN- 
HABITANTS OF CITY. 

Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Newark. 

Gentlemen: 

As directed by motion passed by 
your Board on June 27th, last, I 
have examined the statutes with re- 
spect to the power of the City to 
purchase coal for sale in small quan- 
tities during the winter. 

I find that by 

Chapter 53, P. L. 1918, page 156 
every municipality in this State is 
authorized to purchase either, within 
or without this State, foods and fuel, 
and to sell the same, either at whole- 
sale or retail. 

If your Board desires to do this, 
you should then, either by ordinance 
or resolution, authorize such official 
or employe as you decide? upon to 
conduct this business, to secure the 
necessary equipment and to rent or 
lease the necessary building or rooms 
therefor and to prescribe the method 
of purchase or distribution of such 
foods and fuel, as you determine 
best for the carrying out of the 
project. 

You are required to make sales at 
à pricé which will equal the cost of 
the articles to the municipality in- 
cluding the cost of handling, storing 
and the selling, but not including 
any profit to the municipality. If 
you make purchases, you are re- 
quired daily to publish in a news- 
paper printed or circulating in New- 
ark, a list of the articles purchased 
on the preceding day, with the quan- 
tity of each article, the name and 
address of the persons from whom 
you purchased the same and the price 
paid therefor. The amount to be 
paid for such publicity service, to be 
determined by the lowest bid. 

The Board of Agriculture of this 
State is required to advise and con- 
sult with any municipality operating 
under the provisions of this act, as to 
the best methods to be followed in 
the purchase and sale of foods. 

You are permitted to use for the 
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purchase of food products and fuel 
any funds available for emergency 
or general municipal purposes, and 
where no such funds are available, 
you may borrow, in the name and on 
the credit of the City, such funds as 
may be necessary for the purpose. 
This act becomes inoperative on a 
date six months immediately follow- 
ing the date of the signing of a 
treaty of peace between the United 
States of America and the Imperial 
German Government and its allies.

STATEMENT REGARDING THE 
WATER SUPPLY SITUATION OF 
THE CITY OF NEWARK: 

Upon taking charge of the De- 
partment of Streets and Public Im- 
provements I became immediately 
impressed with the. importance to 
the City of Newark of the develop- 
ment of an additional water sup- 
ply. Formerly, as Mayor, I had kept 
in touch with the legislation and 
gradual development of the water 
supply situation as it affected the 
city and from the urgent recommen- 
dations of the Chief Engineer of this 
Department, confirmed by the fact 
that Newark was so rapidly ap- 
proaching the limit of the Pequan- 
nock supply as at present developed, 
I became satisfied in my own mind 
that the city should proceed at the 
earliest possible moment to under- 
take the development of the Wan- 
aque water project as outlined by 
the North Jersey District Water Sup- 
ply Commission. At the suggestion 
of other members of the Commis- 
sion, in which I acquiesced, Mr. John 
R. Freeman, a consulting engineer 
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of national reputation, has gone 
thoroughly over the available data, 
not only of the Engineering Depart- 
ment of the city, but of the State 
and Federal Geological Departments 
and the numerous reports and in- 
vestigations of the State Water Sup- 
Шу Commission, and has presented 
a report which not only emphasizes 
the importance of the immediate ac- 
quisition by the City of Newark of 
an additional supply from the Wan- 
aque River, but shows that this is 
the best source of supply the city 
could obtain and that the plans pro- 
posed for its development by the 
North Jersey District Water Supply 
Commission are well worked out and 
approved by him. Under these cir- 
cumstances and because the success- 
ful development of the Wanaque 
Water Supply will require the re- 
moval of ali the legal controversies 
involved, some of which are now 
pending and others may require the 
making of a contract to bring them 
to issue, I strongly recommend the 
immediate making of a contract be- 
tween the City of Newark and the 
North Jersey District Water Supply 
Commission for the development of 
the Wanaque Water Supply in con- 
junction with Paterson, if said city 
desires now to join us, or that the 
City of Newark should proceed with 
the work alone, allowing other 
municipalities to share in the devel- 
opment upon paying their pro rata 
cost at some future time should they 
so desire. 


I believe in taking action to ap- 
prove of the contract in advance of 
the submission of the matter of issu- 
ing bonds to the Capital Issues Com- 
mittee, because we will have paved 
the way for the early removal of 
any legal delays and also taken the 
step which will allow the District 
Commission to reform the contract 
as required by law if Paterson should 
decide not to enter at this time into 
the contract with Newark. 


The revenues of the Water De- 
partment are sufficient in producing 


net earnings to more than carry the 
amount of bonds which should be 
issued during the first years of the 
development work, so that the neces- 
sary property could be acquired and 
the portion of the construction work 
which requires the longest time for 
its completion could be immediately 
inaugurated. I am informed that 
the amount necessary for this por- 
tion of the work would not exceed 
$2,500,000. — 

My present outlook, however, 
leads me to believe that procedure 
with the work of the development 
of the Wanaque at as rapid a rate 
as possible will in the end be eco- 
nomical ‘and attention should be 
called to the fact that in the year 
1922, only four years from the pres- 
ent date, there will be paid off from 
sinking fund $8,400,000 of water 
bonds upon which the Water Depart- 
ment is now paying interest and 
sinking fund of over $500,000 per 
year. This money will be available 
to carry on the payments of interest 
and sinking fund on the bonds to 
be issued for the development of the 
Wanaque without considering the 
annual increased earnings of the 
Water Department, which have been 
estimated to yield over $1,000,000 in 
net earnings in the next four years. 
From this showing the Wanaque sup- 
ply can be financed by Newark alone 
from water revenues without affect- 
ing the tax rate. - 


Referring again to Mr. Freeman’s 
report, I would advise the Commis- 
sion that surveys are now being 
made preparatory to the working out 
of plans for the construction of the 
Charlotteburg Reservoir. I am in- 
formed that the changes of the Rail- 
road in connection with said reser- 
voir will be expensive and that the 
construction work on the dam will 
probably bring the total cost of the 
development of this Reservoir up to 
$1,000,000. The expense is there- 
fore out of proportion to the amount 
of water which can be added to the 
Pequannock supply by its construc- 
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tion at this time, although should 
the Wanaque development be de- 
layed for any serious length of time, 
the construction of the Charlotte- 
burg Reservoir would be recom- 
mended by this Department as an 
absolute necessity. 

Investigations are now in progress 
to reduce the waste in the City and 
any means of curtailment of the 
‚ваше which can be reasonably made 
will be inaugurated. The Depart- 
ment, however, has already installed 
meters on all but about 12% of the 
consumers and the investigations 
made by the Department itself and 
referred to in Mr. Freeman’s report 
seem to indicate that the existing 
wastage is very difficult of curtail- 
ment. In fact the waste in the City 
of Newark due to. leaking mains and 
unavoidable loss is very much lower 
than in any of the larger cities of 
the country. 

As one of the temporary means for 
providing against the actual deple- 
tion of the water in storage in the 
Pequannock Watershed, I am now 
inclined to favor the acquirement of 
the Wawayanda tract, if the same 
сап be procured for a reasonable 
amount of money, and Т understand 
that it has been offered to the City 
at less than two-thirds of the price 
at which an option was formerly 
held by the City for this tract of 
land. 

The proposals made by Mr. Free- 
man for minor savings on the Pe- 
quannock have, 1 understand, been 
considered by Mr. Sherrerd and the 
inauguration of the ваше Вей in 
abeyance pending the necessary ac- 
quisition of land. 

I would also call the Commission’s 
attention to a phase of the water 
question which was brought home to 
me very strongly during last winter, 
when even at the risk of maintaining 
our full supply to the City of New- 
ark, we were requested by the Fed- 
eral authorities to help out Jersey 
City in the matter of water supply as 
an absolute war necessity to insure 
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the regular operation of the rail- 
roads running into said City. I am 
further informed that other cities 
adjoining "Newark are in very dire 
straits for water supply, principally 
caused by the demands of the war 
industries. The entire water situa-. 
tion in this vicinity is on such a pre- 
carious basis so far as the immedi- 
ate future needs are concerned that 
Newark is most vitally interested as 
the center of the development of this 
metropolitan section of New Jersey, 
not only because it needs an addi- 
tional supply itself, but as a Big 
Brother to all the adjoining munici- 
palities desiring an adequate water 
supply. Newark’s help is needed to 
bring about the maximum develop- 
ment of the war industries located in 
this vicinity, the maintenance of 
which are vital to the winning of the 
war. 
- Thomas Г. Raymond, 
Director. 

Commissioner Raymond moved 
that the statement be spread in full 
on the minutes. 

The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

Commissioner Raymond: I have 
prepared a contract and resolution 
for passage by this Commission in 
connection with the development of 
a water supply on the Wanaque 
River. The resolution contains the 
following clause: 

“Now, therefore be it resolved, by 
the Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, being the board in 
charge of the water supply of said 
city, that the City of Newark does 
hereby signify its willingness to ac- 
cept the terms of the contract pre- 
sented for a development of a water 
supply on the Wanaque River, by the 
construction of a reservoir at or near 
Midvale on said River, in accord- 
ance with the plans prepared by the 
North Jersey District Water Supply 


Commission, under the terms and in 
accordance with the provisions of 
chapter seventy-one of the laws of 
nineteen hundred and sixteen." 

The consent of this Commission to 
the passage of such a resolution is a 
technical prerequisite to the hearing 
by the North Jersey District Water 
Supply Commission, which they have 
already set for August Ist, in this 
room, at 10:30 a. m. As I under- 
Stand it, Paterson isn't very likely 
to go into this proposition, so that 
the result of the hearing will be that 
the contract will have to be referred 
back to the Commission to be re- 
framed and redrawn. I assume that 
Newark will eventually have to go 
into this proposition alone. I think 
it very important that this resolution 
go through today, and while it has 
only been signed by two commis- 
sioners (Commissioner Brennan and 
myself) I now ask the Commission 
whether they are willing to sign it 
and put the resolution through or 
whether they desire to take some 
other action. 

Commissioner Archibald stated 
that he had no intention to turn the 
proposition down, but he suggested 
that permission for the issuance of 
bonds be obtained from the Capital 
Issues Committee before taking any 
definite action. He stated that the 
city must go on with the water de- 
velopment and that very likely it 
would have to go into it alone. He 
Stated that he did not care to have 
the city assume any financial respon- 
sibility in the event the matter is 
thrown into the courts. 

Commissioner Monahan stated 
that he would like to bave the mat- 
ter laid over for one week so as to 
give him an opportunity to study the 
contract. 

City Counsel Congleton: І do not 
believe, under the contract, that the 
North Jersey District Water Supply 
Commission could by any possibility 
require the city to make any pay- 
ment if they were held up by litiga- 
tion or for any payments due under 


contracts then in force. I think 
there is one point in the minds of the 
Commissioners that is causing some. 
confusion. If the City of Newark 
adopts the resolution which has been 
offered today by Commissioner Ray- 
mond and Paterson comes along and 
says that they are not going into the 
proposition we are not then bound, 
as I understand it, to sign this con- 
tract with every word in it just as it 
is today. The purpose of the hear- 
ing on August 1st is to give the City 
of Newark an opportunity to present 
a general form of contract for ap- 
proval, but that does not mean, as I 
understand it, that we cannot change 
any of the provisions of the contract. 
That is the very purpose of the hear- 
ing and we could change this, that 
or the other thing, and then the 
Commission, after this hearing, pre- 
pares and offers to us for execution 
a form of contract. This is my un- 
derstanding of the matter, but we 
must have something as a basis for 
a hearing. 


Mr. Congleton read the following 
clause incorporated in the proposed 
contract: 


"Should the Commission find that 
the contract entered into by it and 
the payments on account thereof 
shall not require the advance of 
moneys to meet its obligations at the 
times above specified, it may inform 
the contracting municipalities as to 
what portion of said advance should 
be made, if any, and the time when 
the different payments so authorized 
shall be made, it being the intent of 
this contract that the Commission 
Shall construct the works at the cost 
and tbe expense of the contracting 
municipalities, but that the advances 
of money to be made by the con- 
tracting municipalities shall be only 
such as, in the judgment of the Com- 
mission, prudence and good business 
management shall require for the 
carrying out of the objects of this 
contract.” 

Mayor Gillen stated that in view 
of the fact that we are going to pay 
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the money for the development a 
clause should be incorporated in. the 
contract that every municipality 
Should have the right— whenever it 
finds that the litigation is of such 
& character that it cannot be over- 
come or that the city is prevented 
from going ahead with the develop- 
ment—to withdraw temporarily or 
permanently from any contract for 
the development of the Wanaque. 


Commissioner Raymond: 1 think 
we ought to decide this question now 
for our own protection. We should 
not hesitate to spend money on a de- 
velopment of this kind in view of 
the recommendations of Mr. Free- 
man and our own chief engineer, Mr. 
Sherrerd. I do not see where we can 
gain anything by delaying the mat- 
ter, and the mere signing of this 
resolution certainly will not diminish 
our rights. I think this thing ought 
to be put through now so as to give 
the North Jersey District Water Sup- 
ply Commission power to carry it 
through. 


This water is going to be needed 
very badly in the near future and we 
Should take final action which will 
assure to Newark the Wanaque water 
supply sooner or later. I have no 
doubt myself that the other cities 
have got to come into this thing, and 
there is a provision in this contract 
for other cities coming in and paying 
back to Newark the amount we have 
advanced. 

Commissioner Brennan: Will the 
fact that the National Government 
took over the railroads have any 
bearing on this development? 

Commissioner Raymond stated that 
he did not think this would inter- 
fere with the water development. 

Mayor Gilen: Mr. Congleton, you 
have read this resolution as well as 
copy of the contract. I call your at- 
tention to the last paragraph in the 
resolution reading as follows: 

"Now, therefore be it resolved, by 
the Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, being the board in 
charge of the water supply of said 
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city, that the City “of Newark does 
hereby. signify its willingness to ac- 
cept the terms of the contract pre- 
sented for a development of a water 
supply on the Wanaque River, by the 
construction of a reservoir at or near 
Midvale, on said river, in accordance 
with the plans prepared by the North 
Jersey District Water Supply Com- 
mission, under the terms and in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of chap- 
ter seventy-one of the laws of nine- 
teen hundred and sixteen." 

Does that resolution absolutely 
bind the City of Newark to accept 
the contract as it is presented with 
the resolution, or can the City of 
Newark, after a hearing or hearings 
before the North Jersey District 
Water Supply Commission, change 
this contract as it sees fit? 

Mr. Congleton: This resolution 
with the preamble which preceded 
does not bind the City of Newark to 
Sign the contract in the form in 
which it is presented. The contract 
can only be changed.by mutual con- 
Sent. There can be no change made 
in the contract either by the City or 
Commission except that both parties 
agree to it. If you cannot agree you 
are not bound to go ahead with this 
contract in the form in which it is 
presented. 


Commissioner Raymond offered the 
following resolution: 


WHEREAS, The Board of Street 
and Water Commissioners of the City 
of Newark, being the board having 
charge of the water supply of said 
city, did by resolution (together with 
the Board of Publie Works of the 
City of Paterson, the board having 
charge of the water supply in the 
City of Paterson) petition the North 
Jersey District Water Supply Com- 
mission for & water supply from the 
waters of the Wanaque River and did 
request that a preliminary estimate: 
be made of the cost of such supply 
and did agree to pay for its share of 
the cost of said preliminary esti- 
mate; and 
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WHEREAS, Upon Ше filing of 
said petition (together with a like 
petition from the Board of Public 
Works of the City of Paterson), said 
North Jersey District Water Supply 
Commission did apply to and obtain 
the consent of the Board of Conser- 
vation and Development of the State 
of New Jersey to the diversion of the 
waters of said Wanaque River for 
the purposes of such water supply, 
after public hearing, as provided for 
by law; and 


WHEREAS, At said public hear- 
ing no municipality other than said 
cities of Newark and Paterson ap- 
peared to signify its desire to ac- 
quire a water supply and to bear its 
share of the preliminary expenses; 
and 


WHEREAS, The said North Jer- 
sey District Water Supply Commis- 
sion did thereafter proceed to formu- 
late plans for obtaining such water 
supply and did estimate the созі 
thereof and the annual cost of oper- 
ating the same, and the probable 
share of such cost which the said 
cities of Newark and Paterson should 
bear, and did report said plans and 
estimates of the cost of construc- 
tion and operation to the City of 
Newark and to the City of Paterson, 
together with a form of contract pro- 
viding for the raising and payment 
of the necessary funds to meet such 
cost of acquisition and operation; 
and 


WHEREAS, It appears from said 
form of contract so submitted that 
the total cost of development to be 
borne equally between the City of 
Newark and the City of Paterson is 
the sum of nine million and forty- 
seven thousand two hundred and 
fifty dollars ($9,647,250); and 


WHEREAS, The said North Jersey 
District Water Supply Commission 
has designated Thursday, the 1st day 
of. August, 1918, at half after ten 
o'clock.in the forenoon, in the City 
Commission Assembly Room, City 


Hall, City of Newark, as the time 
and place for a hearing at which each 
municipality interested in said con-. 
tract shall through the board or body 
having charge of its water supply 
signify its willingness to accept the. 
terms of said contract, as presented, 
or present such modifications for the. 
consideration of said District Water 
Supply Commission as it may desire 
or withdraw from further participa- 
tion in the proposed water supply 
development; and 


WHEREAS, This Commission has. 
caused to be made a thorough inde- 
pendent investigation by and re- 
ceived report from Mr. John R. Free- 
man, Consulting Engineer, regarding 
the water supply matters of the City 
of Newark and such report strongly 
recommends ibe immediate develop- 
ment of the Wanaque River water 
Supply as planned by the proposed 
contract suggested by the North 
Jersey District Water Supply Com-. 
mission; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RE- 
SOLVED, By the Board of Commis-. 
sioners of the City of Newark, being. 
the board in charge of the water 
supply of said city, that the City 
of Newark does hereby signify its. 
willingness to accept the terms of 
the contract presented for a develop- 
ment of & water supply on the Wan- 
aque River, by the construction of a 
reservoir at or near Midvale on said 
River, in accordance with the plans 
prepared by the North Jersey Dis-, 
trict Water Supply Commission, 
under the terms and in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter веу-.
